H was not generally known until 


very recently thai the Silesia mills In 
North Chelmnford are being operated 
by electricity furnished by the Low- 
ell Klectrlc Light Co.. and as a matter 
of fact this has been E°1"£ °n only 
since July 1. 
For some, time prior 


to that date the mills generated and 
furnished 
their own electricity, but 


It was finally decided to abandon the 
making'of their own electricity and 
buy from tho Lowell Electric Light 
corporation. 


The Lowell Electric Light Co. must 


bring an electrical strength of 2000 
horsepower per day to the sub-Gta- 
tion at the Silesia mills, which is con- 
trolled and distributed by a mammoth 
switchboard. 


The plant at Norlh Chelmsford was 


originally operated by steam power 
the fuel used being coal. The Lowell 
Electric Light company uses coal as 
fuel to generate its electricity. As 
the result of buying Its coal and other 
lupplies in larger quantity than one 
mill as a unit would buy, ths contract 
with tha Silesia mills Is said to have 
been made at a price for the service 
whereby the mills get their operating 
'power somewhat cheaper and get 
better power. • 
' 


This new responsibility of the Low- 


ell Electric Light company is an ad- 
dition to the service it is selling. Us 
juice operates the Brookside mills of 
the

company,

To supply the Silesia mills the elec- 


tric company has not had to, for the 
present, add to the equipment of the 
central power station here.

tion.

their competency, although each per- 
son employing either a. doctor or

dentist may select any one whom

chooses. Yet the children of the com- 
monwealth are compelled to obtain in- 
struction from teachers whom neither 
they nor their parents have any voice 
In selecting, and the state imposes no 
requirements as to their qualification. 


After a long debate the bill was re- 


ferred to the next general court by a 
vote of 79 to 34. 


State Income Tax 


The house passed to a final reading 


the hill providing that the- maximum 
exemption under the state Income tax 
law shall be 51000. but adopted amend- 
ments providing that the present ex- 
emptions shall continue in the case of 
widowers with children, or single men 
with dependent parents.

originally operated by sleam power, 
the fuel used being coal. The Lowell 
Electric Light company uses coal as 
fuel to generate Its electricity. 
As 


the result of buying Its coal and other 
«upplles In larger quantity than one 
mill as a unit would buy, tho contract 
with the Silesia mills Is eald to have 
been made at a price for the service 
whereby the mills Bet their operating 
power somewhat cheaper and get a 
better power. 


This new responsibility of the Low- 


ell Electric Light company Is an ad- 
dition to the service It is selling.

Juice operates the Brooksido mills ol 
the -American 
Woolen company,

Eroup of industries at Forge Village 
and all the cars of the Fltcliburg-Ayer 
street railway. 


To supply the Silesia mills the elec- 


tric company has not had to. for the 
present, add to the equipment of the 
central power station here. It Is be- 
lieved, however, that the demand for 
Its service from textile and other in- 
dustries in this vicinity is Increasing 
in such volume that within six months 
the equipment at the centra] power 
station must have considerable addi- 
tional machinery added.
